Two years prior 
to tho outbreak of the civil war in America 
a vessel was launched from oho of the gov- 
ernment dockyards, designed for service (is 
a revenue cruiser and government yaoht, 
and was christened the Harriet Lane, Upon 
the arrivaj'of the Prince. of Wales} in Amer- 
ica the "government assigned .tho Harriet 
Lnno.'.as : the vessel 
specially selected 


to 
carry 
the 
prince 
and 
h:i 


suite in his tour of observation. 
The ves- 


gel had been named in honor of Bliss HarT 
riet Lane, the niece of President Buchanan, 
»nd «t that time mistress of the White 
House. If was tho steamer Harriot Lsns 
that carried tho prince from Washington 
to Mount Vernon, on tho Potomac, 
the 


grave of George "Washington. At Ihe out- 
break of tho war tho Harriot Lane was 
turned over to tho Navy Department for 
service, and she participated in several en- 
gagements on me con»-,; low* r».i ;„ u,'» 
battle of Hatteras and also at tho bombard- 


' ments of the forts on the Mississippi below 


New Orleans, serving in the latter engage- 
mints as flagship of Commodore Porter's 
division in Admiral Farragut's fleet. Sub- 
aequantly the Harriet Lone was ordered to 
the 
Texas 
coast, 
and 
Commander 


Wiinwright 
was 
appointed 
to 
her 


command. 
While 
lying 
at 
anchor 


in ono of the harbors of 
tho 
Texco 


coast in company with the war steamer Fort 
Jackson, on th'e night of tho 1st of January, 
18G3, 
she was surrounded by a fleet of Con- 


federate steamers, protected . with cotton ' 
bales. The Confederate stiamers wero said 
to have between four and five thousand men 
on them! 'Commander Wainwright refused 
to surrender, and the confederates, after 
Home ..hard fighting, succeeded in carry.ing 
the Harriet Lane by tho board, and her 
decks witnessed a fierce and terrible hand- 
to-hand encounter. 
Blood ran from, her 


soappers like water. 
Commander Wain- 


Wright and nearly all the officers and crow 
of the Harriet Lano were killed in flef ending 
the vessel. At early dawn- her flag was 
hsuled down by the Confederates and their 
own substituted in lieu of it. 
She was 


ntver again seen as a United States cruiser. 


NAPOLEON AND THE STONE-UUTIEE. 


Napoleon, when iu tho height of his 


power, being once at Amiens, whilst trav- 
ersing the square, in the midst of the ac- 
clamations of the inhabitants who had as- 
sembled around him, cast his oyos upon the 
multitude, and perceived, in one of the 
corners of the square, a stone-cutter who 
had not been induced to quit bis work by 
the curiosity which animated the crowd by 
whom he was surrounded. The indiffer- 
ence of this man excited the curiosity of 
Napoleon. He wished to know something 
abont 
him; 
and, passing through the 


crowd, urged on his horse until he arrived 
olote to him. 
"What are yon doing there?' 


aaid| Napoleon. The workman raised bis 
eyes, and recognized the emperor. 
"I nm 


cutting stone." "You have served under 
me," quickly observed the emperor, who 
recognized an old soldier. "It is true, sir." 
"You were present at tho campaign of 
Egypt—you wore a brigadier in such a 
corps?" "Yos,sir. "Why have you quitted 
tha service ?" "Because I had completed my 
time and obtained mv discharge." "I am 
•orry for it; you wore a bravo man—I shall 
be happy to do for you anything in my 
power; »ay, what do you require from me?" 
"Tb»t your majesty will leave me to cut 
my stone in quiet;' my work suffices mo; 
I un in want of nothing." This fact brings 
to mind tho interview of Diogenes with 
Aleuader; but the n:o3est pride of tho 
Greek philosopher was not equal lo the 
reply of tho stone-cutter. 


THEFOXBOHO ACCIDENT. 


Charles Francis Adams, Jr. in his paper

at Shipton-on-Clionvell in character, which 
bappeaed in Massachusetts on tho Boston 
* Providonco Kailroad upon July ]j>, 1S72. 
As in express train was running up to Bos- 
ton tbont noon of that day, nnd at n 
r»te of speed of somo forty miles on hour,

denly grown bald, and dissipation is attri- 
buted as tho cause. Ah, no; ho went to n 
church sociable tho other week, and took 
thrco young girls out to a refreshment tabloj 
let them eat all they wanted and then found 
that ho had loft his pocket-book at homo, 
and a deaf man that he had never scon be- 
fore at the cashier's desk.
